His strength has gradually failed 
during the day and the hope that he would 
be able to rally has proved illusive.

8 p. m.—The repeated attacks of partial failure 
of the heart and its continued feeble action have 
induced a condition of the lungs which prevents 
the proper aeration of the bleod. This condition 
has hitherto been. measurably controlled, but 
shows such a tendency to recurrence as to justify 
the most serious apprehensions, It is critical. 
He is free from pain and distress, and so ex- 
presses himself.

THE PUBLIC IS AROUSED. 


4 MONSTER INDIGNATION MEETING 
AT CENTRAL MUSIC-HALL. 


Much Enthusiasm Manifested at the A1 
tacks on the Eneroachments of the Sa- 
loon Element—A Strongly- Worded Peti- 
tion to the Council—Speeches by Leading 
Members of the Clergy—The Boasts of 
the Doggerykeepers. 

Central Music-Hall was crowded to the 
doors yesterday afternoon. In addition to 
the crowd on the main floor, where peopie 
were standing in the aisles unable to obtain 
seats, nearly every seat in both galleries was 
taken. And the audience was enthusiastic, 
The applause was almost continuous and 
sometimes it bade fair to break the windows. 
The hands of someof the audience must 
have been blistered when the meeting closed. 

The Rev. Arthur Little called the meeting 
to order. He said that the city was con- 
fronted with a great peril; but the American 
people always had the right to remonstrate, 
and they were present to consult as to the 
best way to defend themselves and their chil- 
dren. The saloon-men demanded everything 
and conceded nothing, and they intended 
now to inaugurate such a movement as might 
enabie them to stop the evil and proceed in 
the prosecution of a grand work. The saloon 
threatened to overwhelm the city. He 
read a letter from Father Hayes of St. Ig- 
natius’ Church stating that Father Higgins 
wanted to be present but was too ill. A 
deputation from the Church of the Holy 
Family, however, was present. It consisted 
of Alexander Carnes, M. W. Kelley, and 
John Cominskey. In addition to these there 
were on the platform W. H. Bradley, E. W. 
Blatchford, Albert Coe, Dr. Perrin, the Rey, 
M. Shepard, C. M. Henderson, E. F. Getchell, 
Hamilton Borden, H. W. Sherman, the Rey. 
W. Lawrence, Dr. Withrow, Bishop Fallows, 
the Rev. Arthur Little, Dr. Barrows, the 
Rev. George C. Lorimer, the Rev. H. W. 
Bolton, the Rev. E. P. Goodwin, C. C. Bon- 
ney, the Rey. F. W. Gunsaulus, the Rev. M. 
W. Stryker, Dr. Fawcett, and others. 

The following resolution was then read. 

To the Honorable, the City Council: We, the 
citizens of Chi „ assewbied in Central 
Music-Hali, on the Lord's Day, May 27, with- 
out distinction of political party or religious 
sect, most respectfully petition your honora- 
ble body, first, for the enactment of an ordi- 
nance which shall forbid the location of a 
saloon within 200 feet of any church, school, 
or residence, as defined in the so-called 
**Hamline ordinance.” Second, we respect- 
fully petition your noncrable bedy to enact a 
municipal ordinance prohibiting the opening 
of saloons and all sale of liquors tor bever- 
age p “on the first day of the week, 
commonly called Sunday,’’ thus putting the 
legislation of the city in ony 
with the legislation of the State, 
which already makes the traffic in liquor 
Sunday uniawful throughout the whole 
community of Illinois. e city ordinance 
for which we petition woald only still further 
condemn what is already criminal, and wouid 
furnish additional facilities for the law’s en- 
forcement. There 1s no reason why one 
traffic, and that the most prolific of all in 
crime and disorder, should prosecute its 

us on the Sabbath while nearly all the 
egitimate and Healthful industries of the 
city are suspended. A decent regard for our 
places of worship, for the safety of our 
children and youth, for the sanetity of our 
homes, for the good name of our city, and 
for the honor of our God constrains us, with 
all the vehemence of those who feel that our 
most precious interests are in seoperdy, £0 
urge upon your honorable body the im te 
enactment of these reasonable laws. 

It was applauded to the echo, and unani- 
mously adopted with a sbout that nearly 
lifted the roof. The audience was all of one 
mind on the subject of saloon legislation. 

Dr. Barrows was then called on, and he re- 
sponded in a brief address. He beueved that 
saloons should be kept at least a stone’s 
throw away from the place of public worship. 
The meeting was to protest against lawies- 
ness. New York ana Philadeiphia had found 
time to suppress the saloons Sunday, and he 
did not see why Chicago could not. There 
was no doubt of ultimate victory. What had 
stopped Sunday horse-racing could close the 
saloons Sunday. The day of condemnation 
was drawing nigh, and some Aldermen were 
already growing nervous. 

Dr. Lorimer followed. He was glad that 
the public had waked up as it had; it could 
do anything if it wanted to. The Council 
had made the mistake of supposing there was 
no Christian sentiment in Chicago. But 
there was. They would go a step further 
than asking; they would demand and act. 
They had humiliated themselves before the 
men they had elected to serve them, but 
they would doso no longer. They would 
go forth and work until the evil was stopped. 

Dr. Bolton quoted the remark of a saloon- 
keeper that they had the Council, and the 
others could preach, pray, and petition ali 
they wanted to.” They should not, he 
thought, petition; they should demand the 
enforcement of the law, and they should 
drive the demon from the city. 

Dr. Goodwin said he had seen the saloons 
closed in Chicago when there was u Mayor 
who would help to do it. He described his 
experience in the Council the first night that 
the Hamline ordinance came up, and said 
that he supposed he helped to pocket it,. as he 
neither smoked nor drank. From the ac- 
tions of some of the Aldermen that night he 
was a little bit afraid that they might pass 
au ordinance to put a saloon in his parior. 
There was a saioon near his house now, and 
he would rather have a pesthouse there than 
that. He had seen women come out of it so 
drunk that they could hardly stand. 

Bishop Fallows said that the saloon men 
said tauntingly that they did their work be- 
fore election and that the law-abiding ele- 
ment proposed to accept the challenge. 
They would do their work before the next 
election. He could discriminate between the 
Mayor and the Council (some of the others 
could not). He had called on the Mayor in 
regard to the licensing of a saloon near the 
Rush Medical College, and, although the sa- 
loon interests were well represented at the 
conference, the Mayor had promptly decided 
that he would rot license the saloon. The 
courts had overruled the Mayor’s decision, 
but he stood by his first decision and would 
carry the case up. 

„The Mayor will enforce the law,“ he said. 
% We are the ones who must make it.“ 

He believed in agitation. That. supple- 
mented by action, would gain what was 
wanted. 

C. C. Bonney reveiwed the legislation 
and work against saloons in various cities 
and States.. He attacked the Mayor, and 
said that he did not execute the law because 
the saloon Was a great political power. The 
saloon held the balance of power, but the 
Christian people should combine and formu- 
late a greater balance of power. There 
should be no politics in the next municipal 
campaign; all should combine to protect the 
church and the school.

by a New Agent. 

The startling revelations made in Tun 
TRIBUNE of Saturday as to the abuses of agri- 
cultural merchandise consigned to this city 
have awakened business-men to a recog- 
nition of their peril. The Board of Trade 
will probably take up the matter to protect 
the reputation of this market. All the abuses 
described having arisen under the prevailing 
systems of railroad-yara service, any effort 
to cure the abuses must be directed at the 
systems which permit them. Tun TRIBUNE 
has consequently undertaken to collect such 
facts in regard to the yard systems of the 
various roads as seem pertinent to the issue, 
These facts with the various companies’ po- 
sitions tnereon are as follows: 

The Wabash Road—The transfer work is 
done by contract, the price ranging down 
from $2 acar, the highest price being for 
oats. Consignees of produce do their own 
work. Grain is transferred at Forty- 
seventh street and produce at Twelfth. 
The labor employed by the trans- 
fer contractor is of the cheapest 
sort. The work is done with the greatest 
possible expedition. The sweeping of cars 
is also done by contract. The sweeper owns 
what he gets from the cars. The transfer 
contractor and the sweeper handle an aver- 
age of ten cars of grainaday. There is no 
check by the company on any reiation that 
night exist between the two contractors. 
The company has special police in whom it 
has much confidence. Numerous coal-thie ves 
have been arrested and women and boys are 
not allowed m the yards. The Board of 
Trade on one occasion complained to the Wa- 
bash about ite system. A change was then 
made, but the old system is again in use. 

“We have had more or less trouble in re- 
gard to cleaning cars,“ said an officer of the 
road. At onetime we were quite convinced 
that there was collusion by which undue 
quantities of stuff were left in the cars. We 
then canceled our contracts and instituted a 
new system, by which the company was to con- 
trol the cleanings, but that was not a success. 
It required a great deaiof time and annoy- 
ance, and after we got the cleanings we 
could do nothing with them. We are now 
back to our old system, and the best we can 
do is to watch it.“ 

The Chicago & Northwestern—The Chica- 
go & Northwestern is one of the roads that 
have resisted the attempts of the Board of 
Trade to force its transfer work into the 
Board of Trade system. The Northwestern has 
team track scales scattered from Rush street 
to the city hmits. The process of unloading 
and cleaning team track cars was thus de- 
scribed by an officer of the road: 

“When a car comes in we notify the con- 
signee. As soon as he breaks the seals of 
the car it has passed out of our custody. It 
is then a matter wholly between him and the 
shipper as to what is done with tne goods. 
Ail we are paid for is hauling the car and see- 
ing that the proper person gets it. We base our 
freight charges on the returns of the team 
track scales. We donot weigh loaded cars 
when they come in order to have a check on 
the delivery scales. Our business is so big 
we can hardly do that. We do not allow 
anybody to control the sweepings. Our cars 
are cleaned and the refuse hauledaway. I 
believe the Board of } has had some cor- 
respondence with us on score, complain- 
ing about our system, but we understand 
why those complaints were made. For a 
time we would not allow anybody to enter 
our yards, but we are notso strict now. The 
women and children who go in with bags 
and baskets do a sort of scavenger service 
which has good features.“ 

A TRIBUNE reporter going through the 
yards found a car of grain with the exposed 
door seaisd, while the one hidden by cars on 
an adjacent track was open. An instance 
was found in which bulk potatoes were being 
handled at great loss to the shipper. The 
railroad people openly declare it is none of 
their business if the man sent by the com- 
mission house to take care of the consign- 
ment sells or gives away the produce so that 
it does not pass over the scales. The broken 
bales of hay on the Northwestern ran from 
two to four in each car. 

The Milwaukee & St. Paul—The team track 
scales of the Milwaukee & St. Paul Road are 
controlled by the Board of Trade. Cars de- 
livered to consignees are considered to have 
passed beyond the control of the company. 
Loaded cars are not weighed on team track 
scales when received. The foreman of the yard 
is instructed to look out for waste in freight, 
but only with a view of adding the waste ton- 
nage to the freight charges. A TRIBUNE 
reporter watching, a car of potatoes pass 
through the process of unloading counted 
thirteen children and women standing about 
the car. They had bags and baskets and 
picked up the “culled” potatoes. The Mil- 
waukee has team track capacity for 425 cars 
and seven sets of scales. This is far more 
team trackage than any other road has, and 
the chances for pillage are proportionately 
great. The company has a special police 
force in which it takes much pride. 

In regard to car-sweepings Agent Camp- 
bell said: It is nobody’s business how we 
do that or what becomes of the product. I 
do not intend to assist in prosecuting any 
claim against the road or in making a case 
which would otherwise never come to the 
front. By what right does Taz CIAO 
TRIBUNE undertake to investigate a matter of 
this sort? It has no interest in the relations 
which exist between us and the patrons of 
the line.” 

Mr. Campbell dwelled at length uvon his 
excellences as a local agent, and smiled sa- 
gaciously when told that all other Chicago 
roads had gladly furnished the information 
on the ground that they wanted to protect 
their patrons by the best possibie system, 
and did not believe any system was proper 
which had to be protected from investiga- 
tion. When told that the new agent of the 
Rock Island Road had broken up a ring in 
his yards whose plunderings on hay alone 
amounted to $200 a month Mr. Campbell 
laughed and said: O, weil, you know Nor- 
ris has only been down there six weeks.“ 

The Illinois Central—The local agent of the 
Illinois Central Road said he had often had 
trouble with the commission-men because 
they would not take all the produce out of 
the cars consignea to them. The Board of 
Trade controls the scales, and nothing is al- 
lowed to go out ot the yards on wagons un- 
less it passes over the scales. The company 
has been bothered more or less by tramps, 
dagos, and other plunderers. 

In regard to car-sweepings the agent said: 
1 have found that we cannot afford to let 
the job of car-sweeping to anybody. A great 
many people have wanted the privilege, but 
the temptation to piunder the property of 
our shippers is so great that we are abso- 
lutely required to refuse to consider any bid. 
I think the trouble lies largely with the com- 
mission-men. Some of them are indifferent 
about unloading their consignments.” 

The Burlington Road—Six months ago the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Road turned 
out all its sweepers. They have since made 
many efforts to get back in the service of the 
road, but the experience of the company was 
such that it is said the old system will never 
again be allowed. All the refuse now taken 
from the cars is hauled to a dump west of 
the city, and the temptation to plunder is 


thereby removed. The unloading of produce, 
etc., to local co 
trol of the railroad, an 
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age must, the railroad people say, be charged 


to the commission-men. 

The Rock Island Road—Some time ago the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific changed sta- 
tion agents at Chicago. There had been 
much complaint under the oid system. The 
new agent says he found a ring among the 
employés and had to change the force com- 
pletely. The stealings are estimated to have 
been worth $200 a week. The car-sweepings 
were so flagrantly wrong that the man who 
controlied them got to selling coal by the car- 
load, his perquisit exceeding his salary about 
400 per cent. In hay there was another 
striking evidence of fraud. The broken 
bales of hay averaged four in each car; now 
they are one in four cars. An offer of O a 
week has been made for the privilege of 
sweeping the Rock Isiand cars. Under the 
new system all sweepings are destroyed or 
the company sells them, and the proceeds are 
turned into the revenues of the road, to be 
applied on claims which may arise from ship- 
pers. , 

The cunning of thieves is also carefully 
watched. While the agent and the reporter 
were going through the yard two men were 


It was subsequently 
discovered that these men had a wagon close 
by into which they expected to load the po- 
tatoes under the pretense that they had au- 
thority to do so from the consignee. All 
loaded cars of the Rock Island are weighed 
under the new system. The company finds 
that it is better both because it enables them 
to protect the tariff against shrinkage in cars 
unloaded at open tracks where there cannot 
be the supplemental team scale weights and 
because it gives them an additional check 
oa the men who unload the cars. 


THE JURY-FIXING INVESTIGATION. 


Mr. Parkhurst on the Program in the Welch 
Case. 

The lawyers for the prosecution in the 
Weich case will hold a consultation this 
morning and decide upon a method of pro- 
cedure. It is possible that the case may be 
closed today. The prosecution is desirous 
of again placing President Holmes on the 
witness-stand, and has a plan by which this 
can be accomplished. A proceeding for a 
new trial in tne Ransdorf case is now pend- 
ing before Judge Anthony, and it is possibie 
that a continuance may be asked for in the 
Welch suit and the Ranedorf trial taken up 
at once. If this is done President Holmes 
will be placed upon the stand and asked to 
explain several of the complicated matters 
which have developed during the last ten 
days. The prosecution had intended to 
place Auditor Cobb on the stand in the 
Welch case, but decided not to 
do so, owing to the fact that Mr. Cobb is 
nearly prostrated over the recent death of 
his wife. If the lawyers for the prosecution 
decide to finish taking the testimony, Col. 
Whitney will be the first witness this morn- 
ing. He will be callea ypon to tell whether 
he informed Mr. Holmes that Weich was a 
jury-briber. 

“Now that my record, and that of my 
associates,” said Mr. Parkhugst, last night, 
are to be made an issue in this matter, 
it is only fair that 1 should de al- 
lowed to explain a statement contained 
jn my interview in this morning’s TRIBUNE. 
I was quoted as saying: ‘I was nominated 
for the office of State’s Attorney—and 
beaten.’

DELUGED BY A WATERSPOUT. 


A Revolving Torrent Sweeps Over Nebras- 
ka—Other Storms. 

Capron, Néb., May 27.—([Special.|—This 
section of Nebraska was visited by a water- 
spout last night which has done incalculabie 
damage to crops, swept away grazing live 
stock, and inundated miles of territory. It 
commenced to rain at 4 o’clock Saturday aft- 
ernoon, the water coming down in a verita- 
ble torrent. Shortly after 60’clock, in the 
northwestern of Dawes County, 4 
huge revolviig black cloud was seen in 
the heavens. The nearer it approached the 
faster it revolved. The cloud broke in the 
vicinity of White River and Lone Tree 
Creek. The water came rushing down White 
River in a solid wall ten feet high. In forty 
minutes the stream had risen sixteen 
feet. A farmer named Sweet came 
across his farm in a boat and report 
ed his family and house safe, but 
a loss of sixteen head of cattice. Five miles 
of the Elkhorn Valley Railroad are under 
water, and telegraph communication is sus- 
pended. Great loss of life is feared along 
the path of the rushing waters. Rain 18 still 
falling. } 

This is the third waterspout this section 
has had. The last one occurred three years 
ago, during the construction of the Elkhorn 
Valley Road. A large grading camp was in 
its path, and men, horses, Mules, and tools 
were washed away. 

Korx, III., May 27.—[Special.}—At 5:30 
o’clock this afternoon a severe wind, rain, and 
hail storm struck in from the west. It lasted 
twenty minutes, and did considerable dam- 
age. Trees were blown down and windows 
shattered. The windows in the school build- 
ing, the academy, and watch factory, which 
are unprotected, were broken. The stained- 
glass church windows were utterly demol- 
ished, while many residences have not a 
light of glass left on the side against which 
the storm came. Many of the hailstones 
were as large as walnuts. 

SrRIneriecp, LiL, May 27.— [Special. The 
heaviest rain ina year feli here this after- 
noon and evening. Up to 9 o’clock tonight it 
amounted to 2.54 inches, a little more than 
making upfor the deficiency of the year.

FAIRCHILD MAKES ANSWER. 


He Tells Why Removals Were Made in 
New York’s Custom- House. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., May 27.—The BSecre- 
tary of the Treasury today expressed himself 
freely in regard to the removals Which have 
been made in the New York City Aopraiser’s 
department in consequence of alleged frauds 
in the classification of sugars and particular- 
ly as to the testimony thus far developed be- 
fore the Hale Senate committee upon that 
subject. Mr. Fairchild said that this matter 
had been under investigation for nearly 
two years; that the investigation was 
originally begun by the late Secretary Man- 
ning, who some time in the fall of 1886 called 
it to his attention, and that since Mr. Man- 
ning’s retirement from the department the 
whole subject has been personally known to 
him (Mr. Fairchild) in ali of its details; that 
nothing had been done aboat it by Judge 


Mavnard except by the direction and with 


the previous know and approval of 
Secretary Fairchild; Judge Maynard 
knew nothing of the matter until some time 
after he became Assistant Secretary 
which was in April, 187; that all of 
the removais which had been made be- 
cause of the alleged sugar frauds were 
made by Mr. Fairchild's express direction 
and solely with a view to the purification 
and improvement of the public service and 
with no regard whatever to any personal or 
political consideration; that the same was 
true of the non-removals and the restoration 
after removal menwoned in said mvestiga- 
tion; that he (Mr. Faircnild) was himself 
personally responsibie for the same; that it 
was grossly unjust to censure Judge Maynard, 
but that if there was occasion for censure it 
should be directed against Mr. Fairchild him- 
self. “Of one thing,” he added, “I am 
sure, and that is that the Government has iu 
its service no better, more conscientious man 
and none more faithful and devoted to the 
public interests than Judge Maynard.“ 

Mr. Fairghild further said the ques- 
tion of civil-service reform, as such reform 
had heretofore been understeod, was not at 
all involved; that if what had been done by 
the department in this matter was in viola 
tion of the principieg of civil-service re- 
form, then this reform would itself be a 
greater evil than were the evils which it was 
designed to remedy; that the judgment and 
action of the responsibdbie head of a depart- 
ment could not be hampered im the way indi- 
cated without serious danger to the integrity 
and efficiency of the public service; and that, 
if it was to be so ham whether by law 
or otherwise, then no sel ghee acto | man 
could afford to take charge of any depart- 
ment. 

Mr. Fairchild furtber said that the matter 
of the investigation of all sugar frauds 
was by no means at an end and, although 
the efforts of tne department to learn the 
truth and to correct what he feared to be 
gross irregularities and wrongs of long stand- 
ing might and probably would be seriously 
impeded by the opposition of certain men of 
fair repute in the community, yet be had 
hope and confidence that in due time such 
efforts would be successful.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

The spring trade has not made a remark- 
ably good record. At no time during the 
period has there been anything like a rush, 
and the merchants complain that their profits 
have been small. The clearings at several 
of the most important points have fallen off 
considerably in the last two or three weeks, 
indicating a decreasing voiume of traffic. I 
former times these facts, along with the de- 
cline in the price of iron, would have been 
considered as the forerunner of a prolonged 
period of duliness, but mercantile trade is 
much more steady in its movements than it 
used to be. The “spring trade” and the 
“fall tradé” are less important in their rela- 
tion to the whole business of the year. Quick 
transportation, the telegraph service, and 
traveling salesmen have made it easy forcoun- 
try merchants to have a good assortment of 
merchandise without keeping 9 large stock 
at any particular time. There 1s quite as 
likely to be a good summer trade as if the 
spring trace had boomed. Yet it must be 
admitted that in view of the low prices re- 
ceived by the farmers for their last crop and 
the poor prospects in certain parts of the 
country for the coming crop the buying 
power of that class of people will be mod- 
erate. The weekly summaries issued by the 
commercial agencies quote almost every arti- 
cle quiet, with duliness in seme instances. 
The shrinkage in the iron business has come 
to the point of a reduction in wages. Several 
concerns in Pittsburg have already reduced, 
and others are preparing for the same step. 
Of course more or less trouble with the labor- 
ers may be expected, Copper holds its own 
better than anything else, and it would seem 
that the operations of the French syndicate 
have thus far been a benefit to our producers, 


Pas they have made a market for a large 


amount of the metal and have kept the price 
up. 

The foreign trade has run heavily against 
us in the last few months, and the adverse 
balance has forced out some gold. The ex- 
ports last week amounted to about $6,000,000. 


sales in London was not offered on me mar- 
ket soon enough to prevent these exports, but 
itis to be presumed that the bills drawn 
against the Reading and Baltimore & Ohio 
loans, amounting to over $90,000,000, will 
come out soon. The purchases of bonds by 
the Government are sometimes spoken of as 
counterbalancing the exports of specie, but 
it appears that those purchases have not 
been large enough this month to prevent the 
hoards in the Treasury vaults from increas- 
ing. So far as the immediate money mar- 
ket is cohcerned, however, large purchases 
are not necessary. The rates have 
all the time this year been lower than 
in 1887. This is true not only in New York 
but throughout the West and South. Specu- 
lation in land and the formation of new 
companies have tallen off enormously, releas- 


financial centres. In Engiand money is com- 
paratively high, the Bank of England’s pro- 
portion of reserve to liability being only 383¢ 
per cent. London needs to draw funds from 
the rest of the world, as not only this coun- 
try but France and Germany have taken 
from her large amounts of capital in the last 
few months. 

Nothing is happening in the stock market 
but what has been foreshadowed by the de- 
velopments of the winter and early spring. 
It was simply impossible for prices to stand 
up against the depressing influences operat- 
ing against them. An easy money market is 
a powerful instrument in the hands of the 
bulls, but it only makes the decline more 
gradual. The condition of the market 1s not 
likely to change much during the summer 
unless the crop prospects become bright. 
It it should appear in June and July that all 
the crops but winter wheat are to be heavy 
there may be a considerable rise in the list. 
It is difficult to see what can happen before 
mat time which will stimulate purchases, 
The bond market presents a different aspect. 
The demand for railroad bonds of good qual- 
ity has been excellent almost from the open- 
ing of the year, and is still active. It is not 
unreasonable to expect a further rise in this 
class of securities. It is still possible to se- 
lect safe bonds that pay 5 to 6 per cent. 

Much of the capital heretofore used in land 
and stock speculations is now being applied 
in the cities to more rational operations, 
which indicates a growing conservatism. 
Such improvements as electric lights, mod- 
ern methods in the manufacture and distri- 
bution of gas, cable roads, etc., are absorb- 
ing large sums. We see illustrations of this 
in Chicago, where enterprises of that sort 
are numerous. We are likely, too, to see 
many important industrial developments 
south of the city, particularly along the 
Calumet River, where opportunities are of- 
fered for relief from the crowded condition 
of the business district. And it would re- 
quire but a small provocation to start an act- 
ive speculation in outside lands. -Many in- 
fluences are making in that direction. If 
such a phenomenon should come, however, it 
would probably not be a craze like that which 
the city saw in the seventies. The city is 
too big, too strong, and too conservative for 
such folly, 


MR. FAIRCHILD’S CIVIL-SERVICE IDEAS. 
The effort of Secretary Fairchild in his re- 
cent speech before the Brookiyn (N. Y.) 
Democratic Club to make it appear that the 
Administration still favors civil-service re 
form was both amusing and inconsequential. 
The near approach of another election and 
the natural desire of the Secretary to keep 
‘his place for another term induced him to 
himself in favor of the reform, but 
either the instructions of his superior in of- 
fice or the atmosphere which environed him 
in a love-feast of New York spoilsmen must 
have been responsible for the extraordinary 
| methods he proposed for expediting it. Mr. 
Fairchild's idea of civil-service reform is 
contained in the following extract from his 
speech : 
Ihave not understood civil-service reform to 


the securing of patronage and spoils for the 
victors. It goes without say 
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The exchange coming from the recent bond 


ing immense sums, which are now idle at the 
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e have been qualified for them 
by competitive examination under the law, 
and that they should not be removed from 
them except for cause. On the other hand, 
| Cleveland has acted consistently and per- 
sistently upon the theory that they have no 
lien upon their places and that they can be 
removed without any question, not only in 
defiance of the law but in defiance of all 
his official utterances during the first two 
years of his term of office, and of all the

As Secretary always 
has stood well with the latter, his definition 
of the meaning of civil-service reform must 
be peculiarly agreeable to them. 3 

The humbug of the Secretary’s civil-serv- 
ice reform pretensions is shown clearly 
enough by his own record since he has been 
in office, It was Secretary Fairchild who 
permitted his assistant, Mr. Maynard, in 
company with Public Printer Benedict, to 
indorse a circular sent to Postmasters all 
over the country ~requesting them in 
terms equivalent to an official order, 
with the penalty of loss of position 
for disobedience, to ascertain the politics of 
voters and distribute Democratic political 
documents among them, franked by Demo- 
cratic Congressmen. Mr. Maynard placed 
his signature upon this circular without any 
rebuke from the Secretary, and we have not 
heard up to date that the President has repri- 
manded his finance clerk for remissness of 
duty in allowing his subordinate to violate 
the Civil-Service law and fly in the face 
of the President’s repeated declarations that 
officeholders must not take part in or 
interfere with ‘partisan politics. As Mr. 
Cleveland is certain of the Democratic Pres- 
idential nomination, it seems super fluous for 
him to deputize any of his Cabinet clerks to 
go about the country making pretense of ad- 
miration for civil-service reform while he is 


it so defiantly and openly that the New York 
Bvening Post has to keep his utterances on 
this subject standing in a conspicuous place 
in its columns from day to day, in the vain 
hope that he will see them and square his 
performances with his promises. 


RAISING THE DUTIES IN THE MILLS * 

The House Democrats in caucus have be- 
gun to hack away at their Mills bill, and the 
chips are falling big and fast. Their tanker- 
ing on glass, one of the prime necessities of 
modern life, is a fair illustration of the 
wholesale manner in which they are cutting 
up their bill. On plate glass the caucus re- 
stored the duties to the tremendous existing 
rate of 153 per cent. For the restoration of 
this enormous war-tariff rate these alleged 
tariff reformers excuse themselves on the 
plea that itis only the rich who enjoy the 
luxury of plate glass. They are not honest 
enough to say it is the property-owners who 
put this costly plate glass into their store 
fronts and then charge their tenants extra 
rents to pay for it, and the tenants in turn 
have to charge more for their goods, and the 
purchasers of the goods ultimately pay for 
the dear glass in increased prices. The war- 
tariff? rates of 61 per cent on the 
smallest, plainest, commonest window 
| glass, 10x15 inches; of 93 per cent on the same 
if 16x24 mches; of 1061-5 per cent on the 
same 24x30 inches; and of 108 per cent on 
the same ever 30 inches, are also restored, 
thus striking at the whole commanity down 
to the poorest workman and farmer. And 
yet these caucus Democrats have been pos- 
ing for the last six months as “ tariff reform- 
ers”! Twenty per cent duty on glass more 
than pays all the difference between the wages 
of American and European giassworkers in 
all the plain, common giasswares. Why, 
then, is 90 to 108 per cent tax retained on the 
people? 

This Democratic caucus bas also changed 
back the $11 a ton duty on steel to the exist- 
ing tax of $17. Other railroad steel is sell- 
ing right along in Pennsylvania at $30 to $31 
per ton, and no foreign steel can be laid 
down in New York with duty and freight 
paid under 840 a ton. Why is $8 or $9 per ton 
more duty to be levied than is required for 
protection? Evidently these Democratic 
tariff reformers would rather fix things so 
that manufacturers can get the advance of 
the market and skin it and better the oppor- 
tunities of the trust combination than have 
steel at reasonable prices. 

If such is the condition the Mills bill is 
left in, after one meeting of the Democratic 
caucus, what shape will it present when all 
the amendments, and restorations, and in- 
creases have been accepted? Itis already 
mutilated in its most vital parts and the 
work of evisceration has hardly begun. By 
the time the tinkers are through with their 
job it will present an appearance so patched, 
cobbled, hacked, and mutilated that even its 
author will never recognize it as his own 
child. It will simply be a bill to perpetuate 
or to increase the existing war tariff when- 
ever there is cheek enough to demand an in- 
crease. 

The best thing the Democratic tariff-re 
form caucus can do is to turn over the Mills 
bills to Sam Randall and Free-Whisky Kelley, 
with full power to act, and instruct them to 
bring in such a bill as they think would be 
acceptable to the monopoly combines, whose 
agents.they are. And these fellows have 
the hardihood to call themselves tariff re- 
formers and are singing the praises of their 
tariff reform President! 


THE GREENLAND EXPEDITION. 

The results of the expedition which left 
Copenhagen the 18th inst. to explore the in- 
terior of Greenland via the east coast will be 
awaited with great interest. The expedition 
was equipped by Dr. Fritzof Nansen, the 
curator of the museum at Birgen, who has 
selected three or four Norwegians of more 
than ordinary physical strength and of great 
skill in snow-shoeing. They go first to Issa- 
fjord, in Iceland, whence they will sail to the 
east coast of Greenland, making this their 
point of departure for the interior instead of 
the west coast, which has been usually se- 
lected because it is populous and well known 
as compared with the other. Mr. Nansen 
shrewdly argues that his expedition will be 
all the more eager to get across the country, 
as it will be going towards civilization in- 
stead of away from it, as would have been 
the case had it started from the other side 

In making this expedition Mr. Nansen has 
two objects in view. It is well enough 
known that the old Norse pioneers, among 
them Red Erik, Bjarni, Leib, and others, 
who established the Vinelana colony in what 
is supposed by some to be a part of Massa- 
chusettse—though there is excellent authority 
for believing that they never came to the 
United States at all, but settled their colony 
in Nova Scotia—made settlements on the east 
as well as the west coast of Greenland and 
left traces of their occupation. To discover 
some of these traces and to gather what in- 
formation he can as to the settlements. 
which, by the way, may throw some light 
upon the vexed question whether the Norse- 
men really discovered ths United States or 
only Nova Scotia and Néw Brunswick, is 
one of the objects of the expedition, though 
not the mainone. “Greenland’s icy mount- 
ans“ is not a mere fancy or flight of the 
poet. It is known that a wall of mount- 
ains and glaciers surround the interior. To 
get beyond these and find what is there, 
whether it is an open country or a limitless 
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ceptance and in his subsequeut letters to the 


at the same time violating every principle of 


Cape Bismarck. There have been attempts 
made to get to the interior from the east 
shore. Nordenskjjid penetrated inland 
seventy miles, while two Laplanders suc- 
ceedei in going fifty miles further, but 

nothing but a snow-field 


made from the west coast only to be stopped 
by great glaciers and mountains of ice, some 
of them from 3,000 to 5,000 feet in hight, with 
nothing but ice stretching to the far horizon. 
As Greenland is 690 miles across in the nar- 
rowest part Mr. Nansen and his Norwegians 
have a long ana perilous journey to make 
among these terrible secrets of Nature. He 
has faith, however, that he will make rapid 
progress and will accomplish his task so as to 
be able to avoid spending the winter on the 
bleak and inhospitable east coast. The good 
wishes of the world will go with the hardy 
adventurers. Evidently the spirit of the old 
Vixing, Red Erik, is not yet dead. 
FORTUNE-HUNTING FOREIGNERS. 

The recent conviction of Julianne Metz in 
Vienna for defrauding English msurance 
companies has served to recall circumstances 
which illustrate afresh: the folly of so many 
American girls in seeking titled foreigners 
for husbands. The woman who has just 
been sent to prison for swindling is the 
daughter of a Galician carpenter, 
being then 19 years of age, she was placed 
under the guardianship ot one Marie Schu- 
ler, head chambermaid is a Bucharest hotel. 
In this hotel she made the acquaintance of 
Victor von Scheurer, a German Baron, and 
eloped with him. He placed her ina Vienna 
seminary, where she remained for a year, 
he meanwhile abiding in Paris, where he be- 
came acquainted with Miss Helen Thurber, & 
Brooklyn heiress. In 1878 Julianne joined 
him in Paris, and they lived together 
until his means gave out. He then came to 
Brookiyn, renewed his acquaintance with 
Miss Thurber, paid his devotions to her, and 
was accepted. ‘the merriage was celebrated 
with a flourish of the fashionable trumpets 
and the most ostentatious display, and all 
| society in New York and Brooklyn either 
envied or congratulated the bride upon her 
great catch. 

The sequel to the story shows that she had 


been beguiled by a consummate scoundrel. 


He took his wife to Paris and Julianne soon 
reappeared upon the scene in the guise of 
his niece and ward. In six weeks’ time the 
German Baron deserted his wife and went 
off with Julianne. In the meantime the 
wife had discovered the true nature of 
the relations between the two, and 
ceased letting the Baron have money, 
which led to the escapade. The wife re- 
turned to her home, evercome with 
shame and mortification, and the husband 
and his mistress set out upon a deliberate 
career of swindling life-insurance com- 
panies with whom Scheurer had taken out 
policies to the amount of $60,000 By the aid 
of accomplices, one of whom passed him- 
self off as Scheurer and suddenly and mys- 
teriously died, the real Scheurer being in 
concealment, the money was collected by 
the Metz woman. Their suspicions being 
aroused subsequently the companies set on 
foot an investigation which soon ran Scheu- 
rer to earth. Finding escape impossibie he 
blew his brains out, and the woman has been 
sentenced recently to four years’ — 
ment. 

This is not the first case where an Amer- 
ican girl has come to sorrow by yielding to 
her ganity and weakness for a title and giv- 
ing her hand in marriage toa so-called no- 
bleman, knowing nothing of his antecedents 
or real character. There have been cases 
where the marriage has been a happy one, as 
such marriages go, but even then it is not a 
matterof question that the woman would have 
been still happier had she married an Amer- 
ican husband, who might have bad more 
manhood if not such a string of titles. But 
it is probable that a soore of Scheurer cases 
would make little or no impression upon the 
average American heiress when pursued by 
the average Baron or Count. The chase is 
never a long one nor the surrender pro- 
tracted or conditional. The exchange of 
fortune for a title is easily effected, and it 
usually takes little time for the fortune to 
disappear. The professional fortune-hunters 
are mostly gambiers and roués, with whom 
money goes as quickly as it comes, and mean- 
while the title is either spurious or 80 dis- 
graced by its possessor that it is not recog- 
nized in the circle the woman was ambitious 
to enter. It is a poor exchange, as experi- 
ence has so often shown, but the lesson ap- 
parently has no moral for the title-hunters, 
who will continue to be the easy dupes of 
unprinciplea and titled foreign scoundrels. 
It may be safely set down as a rule that those 
who make a business of chasing American 
heiresses belong to that class. 


A NEW BRITISH POLITICAL ISSUE. 

“If the Liberals win in Southampton,“ one 
of the London correspondents cabled Sunday, 
“the victory will be most significant, as the 
battle will be fought in the Tory stronghold, 
the South of England, which for generations 
has been the hot-bed of Toryism,” The Lib- 
erals not only won in this Tory stronghold, 
but they won by a decisive majority, The 
advantages of the situation were all on the 
side of the Tories. The vacancy was caused 
by the appointment of one of the sitting 
members, a Tory Admiral, toan official posi- 
tion. The appointment was not an- 
nounced until a week ago Monday. 
The writ for the new election was issued the 
following day. The nominations were made 
Saturday and the polling was fixed for the 
earliest day possible—Wednesday. The rea- 
son for this haste was that the selected Lib- 
eral candidate, Mr. Evans, was known to be 
in the United States and could not get back 
in time to take part in the canyass. He 
actually cabled his election address from 
New York a week ago today. His wife and 
son carried on the contest in his behalf. Un- 
der the circumstances one can readily under- 
stand why “the news of the Liberal victory 
caused a sensation in London,” and why the 
Home-Rulers think it “the greatest Tory 
rout since the general election.” 

Under ordinary circumstances the success 
of a Liberal candidate in Southampton would 
have been considered a great home-rule vic- 
tory. The Tories carried the two seats for 
the borough in 1885, before the home-rule 
issue was raised, by majorities of 1,00 and 
772. They carried the two seats again the 
following year by majorities of 697 and 639. 
The Liberals now win the seat by a majority 
of 885, polling 767 votes more than the highest 
Liberal candidate in 1886 and 128 more votes 
than the highest Tory that year, while the 
Tory vote of Wednesday falls behind the av- 
erage Liberal vote in 1885 and 1886. This is 
a remarkable change, and is to be attributed 
in great part to new issues which have arisen 
in British politics, and on which the Tories 
are likely to be swept from power before an- 
other year passes. 

Tun Trisunxe’s dispatches of Monday 
stated that the election was being fought

The judgment was not 
wiped out until the master bad chased Phil 
all the way home and there had been in turn 
chased up an apple tree by the bad boy’s 
big Newfoundland dog. After five minutes 
of negotiation and dickering the shiverin 
and chattering master made an uncondition 
surrender, and the boy called off the dutiful 
dog. Sheridan afterwards said that Mo-

At the age of 12 Phil had to go to work.

While there he was put back a year for whip- 
ping a higher classman.

22 when he came out, graduating in 1853. 

Upon his graduation he was assigned to 
the infantry branca of the service, serving 
two years in Texas, and from 1855 to 1861 in 
Oregon. At the commencement of the Civil 
War he was appointed Quartermaster of the 
Army of Southwest Missouri, his rank be 
Captain. May, 1862, the Governor of Michi- 
gan appointed him Colonel of the Second 

ichigan Cavalry, and July 1, 1802, he was 
commissioned as a Brigadier-Generai of Vol- 
unteers, and was soon in command of a di- 
vision of the Army of the Ohio. At the bat- 
tle of Stone River, Dec. 31, 1862, he saved the 
army from rout by nis stubborn resistance of 
the enemy’s onsisughts. For this he 
made Major-General.

recklesness that won the admiration of his 
soldiers and gained for him the sobriquet of 
“Fighting Phil.” In the battle of Chicka- 
mauga, though swept off the field by the 
breaking of the lines, he recovered himself 
and returned with his command and some 
other troops to the support of Gen. Thomas. 
In subsequent actions about Chattanooga he 
distinguished himself and was regarded as 
among the most accomplished and success- 
tul soldiers of the West. 

In April, 1864, he was called by Gen. Grant 
to the Army of the Potomac and put in com- 
mand of the cavalry. During the months of 

ay, June, and July, besides protecting the 

anks of the army and reconnoitering the 
enemy’s position, he was in eighteen distinct 
acuons. The 4th of August he was put in 
command of the Army of the Shenandoah, 
and soon after of the Middle Military Divis- 
ion, where he succeeded in completely rout- 
ing Gen. Early, for which he was made a 
Bri 1er-General in the regular army, and 
in November a Major-General, The cam- 
paign against Ear over, and in full 
3 of the Valley of Virginia, 
e destroyed the mills and ren- 
dered it impossible for Lee to 3 
draw supplies from this fertile region.

In his military career Gen. Sheridan passed 
through many scenes of daring and danger, 
but the incident by which he gained greatest 
fame was his ride from Winchester. Gen. 
Sheridan, having beaten the enemy at Fish- 
er’s Hili and put his army in a strong posi- 
tion, had gone to Washington on official 
business, leaving Gen. Wright in command. 
During his absence the nfederates re- 
newed the attack, and the battle of Cedar 
Creek was fought, from whose field the 
Union forces were beaten back. What fol- 
lowed is thus described by Lossing: » 

The whole army fell back to Middletown. At 
this point Wright rallied the broken columns, 
but there was yet too much disorder we hope 
of the formation of a strong line, so he fell back 
a mile or so further and left Early in possession 
of Middletown. There the Confederates stopped 
to plunder, eat, and rest, when Wright reformed 
his lines and took a position for the purpose of 
advancing upon the foe or making an orderly re- 
treat toward Winchester. 

At that critical moment Sheridan appeared 
upon the field. He had returned from * 
ton and slept at Winchester the night before. He 
had heard the booming of cannon up in the 
valley early in the morning, but supposed it to 
be the noise of a mere reconnaissance. After 
breakfast he mounted his horse and moved 
leisurely out of the city southward. Before he 
reached Kernstown he met the van of 
the fugitives from the army, who told 
him a piteous tale of disaster, He im- 
mediately gave orders for parking the re- 
treating train on each side of the turnpike. 
Then directing his escort tofollowhe put his 
horse upon a swinging gallop, and at that pace 
rode nearly twelve miles to the front. The 
fugitives became thicker and thicker every mo- 
ment. He did not stop to chide or coax, but as 
his powerful horse thundered on over that 
splendid stone road he waved his hat and 
shouted to the cheering crowds: Face the 
other way, boys! Face the other way! We are 
going back to our camp. We are going to lick 
them out of their boots! e man and 
the act were marvelously magnetic in 
their effects. The tide of disordered 
troops was instantly turned and drawn after the 
young General by a wonderful and irresistible 

fluence. His presence was an inspiration. 
As he dashed into the lines and rode along the 
front of forming regiments he gave to each stir- 
ring words of cheer encou ment, and de- 
clared, in substance, to all: “We'll have all 
those camps and cannon back again.” The men 
believed him, and showi their faith by their 
works secured a 858 y tulfilment of the 


prophecy.

Why Blaine’s Stock Is Nut Booming—His 
Chances on the Wane. 
Wasuineton, D. C., May 24.—[Gath.|— 
Meeting Mr. William Henry Smith on the 
street today, I said: 


“It does not look to meas if Mr. Blaine E. 


would get that nomination at Chicago.” 

No,“ said Mr. Smith; 
way matters are running, it will not be pos- 
sible to get up the Blaine shout with the suc- 
cess which seemed probable some little time 
past.“ 

„Do you not think it looks like Gresham?” 

“lt certainly looks more that way than 
seemed probable some time ago. The move- 
ment seems to be extending, and I rather 
think the populace is looking toward Gresh- 
am us the favorit.“ 

The strength of the Gresham movement 
lies in its promise of a new deal. The weak- 
ness of the Blaine movement is that it is 
conducted by a few persons, none of them 
first-class, who have made themselves so 
familiar with Mr. Blaine that all their opera- 
tions are confounded with his reputation. 
‘These gentlemen have been active for Blaine 
since 1876, and now want a fourth term in his 
behalf. After Blaine went abroad and wrote 
his reply to Cleveland’s message there was a 
strong feeling of enthusiasm for him similar 
to that which followed Grant’s return from 

uro 
and Queens and had been duly reported. But 
even the Grant movement for a third term 
was not equal to nominating him; he found 
himseif beaten by a personage as remote 
and comparatively obscure as Garfield. 
Now Mr. Biaine’s operation, or that of his 


. friends, for 1888 is analogous to Grant’s third- 


term movement. Grant was nomina‘ed in 
1869 and in 1872, and was lying around wait- 
ing fora third nomination in 1876. That was 
the meaning of the badges put on the breasts 
of the Pennsylvania de.egation and the Conk- 
delegation, etc. They were expected to 
deup and confuse proceedings, and then 
spring the name of Grant. Finally, in 1880 
rant was brought forward again, and failed 
to get the nomination. Now, Blaine had the 
largest number of supporters in 1876. In 1880 
he ran up against the Grant third-term move- 
meut and failed. In 1884 he got the nomina- 
tion, which was his third term of 
running at least, and now his fool 
friends want him to come in  hke 
Grant for the fourth boom. Two or three 
weeks before the convention of 1880 every- 
body thought that ex-President Grant wouid 
have been nominated. The Democracy all 
wanted him nominated. He had quite a fol- 
lowing in that party on account of favors he 
had shown to old Confederates and others. 
Nevertheless, he failed to get the nomina- 
tion. It looks as if Blaine would fail this 


time. Probably it is a public benefit that his 


name is kept prominent in order to stimulate 
@ movement toward some new quantity. 
Cleveland’s term has madeit necessary to 
adopt a new attitude toward the public. The 
friends of the manufacturing and industrial 
system in this country have now to choose 
between a tariff reduction engendered by the 
friends of the system or a reduction engen- 
dered by the enemies of the system. That 
is what Gresham’s nomination will mean.
